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Advices from observers with the 
Finns’ Karelian army said the at- 
tack continued early today, with 
the entrenched Finns holding dog- 
gedly to their positions 20 miles 
south of Viipuri. 

The Russians began digging in 
on the-Karelian isthmus front last 
month, and only Wednesday night 
General Hugo Ostermann, Finnish 
commander-in-chief, declared the 
svar there had been reduced to a 
“war of position.” 

Widespread Attack 

‘ The Karelian attack coincided 
with a Finnish army communique 
which indicated the Russians are 
attempting to resume the offen- 
sive all along the line, from the 
Arctic to Lake Ladoga. 

The communique told of the re- 
pulse of Russian attacks in the 
Arctic Petsamo area, on the Salla 
front, and on an island off the 
northeastern shore of Lake La-

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To Increase Consumption 

That reduction in prices to the consffmer of 
the products of American industrialization may 
well be the avenue toward solution of the per- 
sistent problems of unemployment, of relief 
and of human suffering in the United States 
is the argument presented in the February issue 
of the business magazine “Fortune.” That is- 
sue, incidentally, is the tenth anniversary num- 
ber of the publication. 

The United States by its rapid progress in 
industrialization has opened the door to a new 
era of surpassing potentialities for the full and 
complete life, from a material viewpoint. Never 
before have the strength and riches of nature 
been so harnessed to work for man. It is esti- 
mated that, today, every individual in the 
United States has, on the average, the equal 
in energy and strength of 153 human slaves, 
ready to work for him. These slaves are in the 
form of power energy. No other nation in the 
world, either today or in history, has ever ap- 
proached this. Today the average inhabitant 
of Great Britain has only 41 such slaves for his 
service, Germany only 27, France only 35. The 
average for the entire world, including the 
United States, is only 17. 

With all this energy and power eager to be 
used, there is no insurmountable reason why 
every resident of this country should not enjoy 
conveniences, privileges and luxuries now avail- 
able only to the limited and lucky few. 

Fortune suggests that one of the great 
stumbling blocks in the way of realization of 
the fuller life for everybody is a lack of con- 
fidence, on the part of the manufacturer, in 
the consumer. The average industrialist today, 
it is pointed out, keeps his price levels up to 
the point where he is assured of meeting all 
costs of production, all overhead, interest on 
debts, amortization of plant and dividends to 
stockholders, out of his present rate of output. 

It is suggested that reductions in price 
would bring such an increase in consumption, 
in many linés, they would offset, by greater 
turnover, the reduced profit per unit. 

It is then pointed out that increased con- 
sumption necessarily means increased employ- 
ment, for the turning out of the greater quan- 
tity of goods sold. Which starts an endless 
spiral of advancing prosperity and, if carried 
to its logical conclusion, would eventually wipe 
out unemployment, end the necessity for bur- 
densome relief, reduce taxes and otherwise con- 
tribute to the economic betterment of every- 
one. 

It would, also, tend to draw out into the 
national channels of trade much of that hid- 
den capital which many people, afraid of the 
future, are today striving to accumulate. After 
all, a diversion of -ney now going into un- 
productive channels—savings accounts, bonds, 
insurance—would prove a much more effective 
“pump priming,” than the ever-mounting 
taking from taxpayers’ rockets for handout 
pay checks to the beneficiaries of “made work.” 

Tt is es‘ nated that a reduction in consumer 
costs for a comparatively small percentage of 
so-called luxury goods, would tempt $3,000,000,- 
000 into business channels which is now hidden, 
idle money, in unproductive forms of savings 
investment. 

There is, in America today, an amplitude of 
every necessity of life, of every reasonable 
luxury, sufficient for all her people. There is 
the equivalent of 153 human slaves, in po'ver 
energy, ready to work for each individual of 
the 130,000,000 who live in this country. 

The only barrier is the spread between aver- 
age earning power and ability of the average 
consumer to pay for these things. That spread 
cannot be closed by a greater number of wage 
dollars. They, after all, are but a changing 
symbol of value. But the spread can be lessen- 
ed and, possibly, finally closed, by making the 
products of industry lower in cost to the aver- 
age consumer, 

It will take courage on the part of indus- 
trialists to, by this means, show their confi- 
dence in the potential consumer-ability of 
America. But no achievement in economics or 
in life was yet made without courage. 

America has, perhaps, not yet passed out of 


the old era of ruthless industrialism. But the 
way is clear to the new era of consumer de- 
velopment and the happier times are already 
inviting us. 


A Community Essential 

It was in 1901 that the first step toward 
organization of a Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation in Atlanta was taken. It was in 1903 
that the first annual meeting of the Y. W.C. A.

This week the annual meeting for 1940 was 
held. Comparison of the organization of the 
present with its early days provides a study 
that touches at many facets the entire story of 
business and industrial changes during the 
present century. : 

When the Y. W. C. A. in Atlanta began, 
there were just a few girls seeking, or launch- 
ing, careers in business. The-mystic pothooks 
of the stenographer were a strange abracada- 
bra which promised to open the door to em- 
ployment for the ambitious feminine youth of 
the period. 

There was little provision, in those days, for 
the entertainment and recreation of the young 
woman, a stranger in a strange city, setting 
out to carve independence for herself. Women, 
then, did not venture out without male escort 
in the evenings and many a girl knew ideal- 
destroying loneliness in some rooming house or 
other. 

It was to meet this need the Y. W. C. A. 
was born. The story of how well it has met 
the need and of its growing importance in the 
life in the city is best told in a few, a very few, 
statistics and facts from its record today. 

During the past year services of one sort 
or another have been rendered to 20,000 girls, 
from all walks of life and all parts of the city. 
Today there are many departments, each pro- 
viding contacts, leisure time activities and new 
friendships for girls in industry, in business, in 
school and in the home. Today the Y. W.C. A. 
provides leadership training, social activities, 
summer camp opportunity, recreation, health 
programs, athletics and many other features. 
In fact, it is impossible in restricted space to 


. even list the multitudinous services it renders 


to young womanhood. 

The record of the Y. W. C. A.-is one of vital 
importance to the city. It. is an organization 
performing services no other can so well con- 
tribute and it is something which, if it did 
not exist, would leave Atlanta a far poorer 
place in which to live and to work, for men 
and women alike. 


Weather and War 


The advantage a clue to the weather in 
England gives Germany was well Hlustrated in 
the past few days.:For more than a week bitter 
cold and blasting storms virtually paralyzed 
the island. Not a word of this was printed and 
few German flights were made, except for the 
purpose of reconnaissance. But when the cold 
partially was broken, and the island returned 
to some semblance of normal life, newspapers 
were allowed to publish the news. Immediately 
the German raids were resumed. 

One of the most strictly guarded military 
secrets of England and France is the weather 
report. At the outbreak of war, newspapers 
and radio were enjoined against the publica- 
tion of any news which would hint of weather 
conditions. The reason is that climatic changes 
move eastward across Europe and that factor 
enables the Allies to know the weather over 
Germany while the Reich must guess at condi- 
tions over France and England. In this country 
also the weather moves eastward, as a general 
rule, and only through published reports can a 
person in Atlanta know what conditions over 
the Rockies will mean here two or three days 
hence. 

Even neutral countries in Europe ban the 
weather report when war is raging, since pub- 
lication would be considered unneutral—and 
because no nation knows how long it will be 
neutral, or why. 

‘England kept mum for a week, and then 
tipped off the Germans that the worst was 
over—news the Nazis quickly picked up and 
made the most of. It’s an odds-on bet it won't 
happen again, soon,

ALIENS IN ENGLAND 
(From The New York Times) 


Figures published last week show that only 
786 Germans and Austrians have been interned 
in the United Kingdom. These, of course, are 
men and women known to the authorities as Nazi 
sympathizers. In another category are about 8,000 
who are forbidden to move beyond a five-mile 
radius of their homes and are told to report to 
the police at stated intervals. By far the largest 
group, however, is a smal army of 53,882 per- 
sons holding German or Austrian passports who 
are set free of all restrictions and treated as 
considerately as any other foreigners in Great 
Britain. Some have obtained labor permits, many 
are working as nurses in hospitals, a large num- 
ber have been accepted for non-military ‘“‘na- 
tional service.” 

The British have proceeded on the assumption 
—so rare in the last war—that enemy nationality 
does not necessarily mean unfriendliness, even 
in wartime. The problem was to sift the Nazis 
from the refugees, who had fled by the thousands 
to the United Kingdom. For this purpose the 
British created more than a hundred civilian 
tribunals which could examine each refugee in- 
dividually and decide in which category he be- 
longed. 

The tribunals are now finishing their immense 
task; and it is the general opinion of the refugees 
themselves that the job has been done courteous- 
ly, intelligently, fairly. A refugee was allowed to 
bring an English-speaking friend, but not a law- 
yer, to court; in an overwhelming number of 
cases no lawyer was necessary. A few questions, 
a searching examination of the refugee’s papers 
and his police dossier, a shake of the hand—and 
the examination was over. When women refugees 
entered the tribunal room at Tunbridge Wells— 
and, no doubt, in scores of similar communities 
throughout the kingdom—the three elderly Brit- 
ons on the tribunal rose in courtly fashion to greet 
them and rose again to say good-bye and good 
luck. From start to finish the questioning was 
carried out on the theory that the refugees might 
contribute something worth while to the British 
war effort. There has been no finer example of 
‘he survival of common sense and decency in 
wartime. 
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Enough Truth

dreams, with high wages for 
pleasant work, in California. Par- 
ticularly in the San Joaquin val- 
ley. 

What they found was tragic dis- 
illusionment. Starvation and de- 
graded misery so fearful it would 
seem human agony could go no 
further. The only work at 
wages so pitifully low they could 
not exist, and there were hun- 
dreds of. savage, hunger-driven 
men and women fighting tor 
every job.
